Tuition Will Jump 
$12-14 Fall Term

The increase in materials and 
service fees per semester will be 
from $59 to $72 for 12 or more 
units. $49 to $63 for &-11.9, $44 to 
$57 for 4-7.9 and $39 to $SI tor 0- 
3.9 units. This representts an in- 
crease of 118 per cent for full-time 
and mere than 200 per cent for 
part-time students since 1960. 

The proposed budget for 
1974.75 shows a deficit of $8 
million and a cumulative balance 
of $10.8 million. Chancellor 
Dumke attributes this” to 
“skyrocketing costs, inflation and 
salary increased granted to ad- 
ministrative personnel.” 

Legislative advocate Joe Hay 
stated that the real reason for the 
increase was “pressure from the 
State Depariment of Finance,” 
threatenfng that the universities’ 
budget would be cut by the amount 
of the deficit if fees were not raised.
